The King commenced his speech from
the throne at 220 oclock He began
with the statement that the relations
between Great Britain and the foreign
powers continued friendly and expressed
particular pleasure at the visit of the
King and Queen of Portugal last au

though but twentytwo years old
when he died the real Admirable
Crichton was the first linguist thefirst disputant the first philosopherUte first duelist of his One ofhis most remarkable performanceswas a challenge to the ofVenice not only to refute innumerable errors in Aristotelians mathematicians and schoolmen but to meetIns opponents on ground and toconduct the dispute either logicallyor according to secret ofor in a hundred sots ofver e whatever all that may mOan

Crichton the butler He too Is atthe head of his class and ready tc
